ONE FIREMAN DROWNED

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. C.—One fire- 


man was drowned, another is missing and 
two others were taken to a hospital over- 
come by smoke as the resxilt of the fire 
which early this morning broke out in 
the steamship Saxon owned by the Bos- 
ton aud Philadelphia Steamship company.

year. The number of men killed in tho 
game regions of the Adirondack* of New 
York is sufficiently large to call for some 
notion on the par1; of the law, and it is 
possible if Wisconsin does not demand 
reparation at the hands of the men slay- 
ers Nnw York stale may. It has always 
seemed inexcusable to many people tha-u 
the laws will compel a hunter killing 
horses or cattle by mistnkc to pay for 
the same, and when one niuu kills an- 
other or severely injnres lii-is by alleged 
mistake will take no notie.-;, J t has bean 
more than once wondered if tl:« people 
really believed all thcs.- hunting trage- 
dies were the results of genuine mUUkcH 
anyhow. But granting it is ii' fact true 
that they are purely the results of mis- 
takes, is it any reason the families of the 
victims should not recciv; danmges for 
the loss of their support.

TH.E SEIZURE OK I't'BHC LAM1S. 
Col.- llosby has gotten himself into 


trouble, not because of doing his duly, 
but because lie has done his duty and 
done 
it well. The investigations into 


the fraudulent inelosures of government 
land, the disclosures of frauds practiced 
in locating lands as well, in the states of 
the great western plains and mountains, 
have struck in influential quartern, and 
Col. Mosby will be called down unless 
the members of congress who love jus- 
tice will defend him. In Nebraska, in 
Colorado, in New Jloxico, in California, 
immense tracts of the public lands have 
been used for long periods by the cat- 
tle men, without compensation to the 
government.

The experiment 
of the government 


scientists as to the effects of adulterated 
foods upon the human body has com- 
menced in Washington. It is rather sin- 
gular that twelve men could bo found to 
subject themselves voluntarily to such a 
test, and thus knowingly eat food adul- 
terated, but it seems there was no trou- 
ble about this, and though the heroes in 
-the cause of science have not even the 
gratification of seeing their names in the 
papers, yet they are unselfishly immolat- 
ing themselves upon the altar of pure 
food. 


The government chemist in charge con- 


ducts the experiment with every precis- 
ion. 
The men are duly weighed, their 


blood temperature taken, and tho men 
instructed to tflkc this three times a day 
during the experiment which will la*l 
several weeks. Pure foods will be serv- 
ed the first half, and every possible rec- 
ord will be taken as the thing progress- 
es. Then the adulterated stulf will be 
handled and the men served with all 
these 
containing bornx, 
formaldehyde 


and other well known adulterants. Dur- 
ing the impure half the experiment rec- 
ords will be taken just as carefully and 
the chemists be thus enabled to make 
uue comparisons. The strictest account 
will be taken of everything in any possi- 
ble connection with the wise and this 
first official inquiry and examination will 
be made public at the proper time. The 
object is to lay before congress the re- 
sults of actual experiments conducted of- 
ficially and thus lay the u'rm basis for 
congressional legislation on the subject 
of adulterated foods. 


A MISTAKE. 


The thousands of advance copies of 


the president's message sent, throughout 
the country undoubtedly spread in quiet 
way the full tenor of the message ahead 
of delivery. Word for word in a Chicago 
paper of Saturday, Nov. 20th, appeared a 
financial review of important paragraphs 
of the president's remarks upon corpora- 
tions and trusts. This was under the 
guise of what some New York man had 
telegraphed to some Chicago broker, but, 
none l\\f less was it a violation of the 
pledge every one receiving one of the 
advance copies w:is supposed

given. Hut whether actually made pub- 
lic or not, the message was accessible to 
many people atjd lay exposed upon many 
a desk. That the slock market was not 
operated upon through these means, is 
lo assume too much crcdulousness. But 
no real harm was done this time for the 
reason the message contained no gun- 
powder or dynamite. The right way U 
the only way and that is for the presi- 
dent to retain his possession of the mes- 
sage 'Until-the reading is really commenc- 
ed in congress. This will effectually pre- 
vent any oua from in any wise publish- 
ing extract*, misleading meanings, and 


surreptiously working the 
stock and 


bond markets- 


That Indiana paper at Vincennes that 


published the president's message a day 
in advance, excuses itseK vary faultily. 
It knew better all right. Its excuse don't 
go with the profession, nor should 
it 


with its press agency. 
But this is just 


another reason why the country should 
not be flooded with advance copies of 
the message several days before it is rend 
before congress. Every financial center 
in the country has means of learning 
the contents of the message and in Wall 
street, printed copies were openly circu- 
lated.

choose its own methods so long as no 
pretense is made of forcibly seizing any 
territory of these South 
American 


states in satisfaction of the debts- The 
average reader now understands the way 
Europe becomes creditor to South Amer- 
icai is through the various concessions 
granted by these governments to foreign 
ers, through'bonds sold, and t,hough per- 
haps in some cases unauthorized acts of 
revolutionists. Perhaps again for money 
•borrowed. 


But if the snme principles would some- 


times be followed by Europe as against 
this country, where European creditors 
have been made losers through failures 
of syndicates or through losses brought 
on by railway receiverships, there can 
be no complaint.

WIHELESS TELEGRAPH STATIONS. 


Military necessity will oblige -the gov-

Foremo.it this winter will be -the en- 


actment of a primary election law and a 
tux reform law nnd '(lie very question is 
•to necure that for tho best interest of 
oil "the people. 
There arc 'difference*, 


but this will be adjusted that the peo- 
ple trill be best served IU to methods and 
interests. 


As to primary election reform, says 


Iho Milwaukee correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, "The disposition seems 
to be on the part of Kepublicans, regard- 
loss of factionalism, to so at the primary- 
election proposition soberly and in ear- 
nest. Two years ago it was a bitter 
fight, neither side being willing to eon-

that was drawn according to tho desires 
tof Governor La Follcttc and according 
to tho theory presented in a public ad- 
dress at Ann Arbor, Mich., several years 
ago.

This 111,111 
is Frank Mnloy Anderson, one of the fa- 
riilty of the University of Minnesota. 
What ho says is free from party or fact- 
ional prejudice—something that cannot 
be said of tho arguments made pro nnd 
con in this state on the subject for sev- 
eral years. 
Favorable or adverse opin- 


ions of the press have been fragmentary 
nnd applied only to certain features of 
the law th.it were at the time under dis- 
cussion, nnd which partisan newspapers 
presented to prejudice the opposition's 
ease in almost every instance. One thing 
serin? to have been clearly demonstrated 
by Professor Anderson's 
investigation, 


nnd that is that a primary election law 
on the plan of t h n t now in force in hi* 
stale will ultimately wipe out entirely 
j>"rty lines.

'Democrats for Democratic; candidates. 
The proof that this was not actually se- 
cured is over-A-helming- The smallncss of 
the Democratic vote in the state would 
of itself argue that 
some 
Democrats 


had voted the Republican ticket. Repub- 
lican newspapers in all 
parts 
of 
the 


state, except in Democratic counties, de- 
clare that many known Democrats were 
allowed to xotc the Republican ticket; 
challenges were almost unknown, and 
the judges appear to have invariably per- 
mitted "the voter to swear in his vote. 


"In some places where the parlies were 


more evenly divided it may be that the 
member* oY-the minority party voted 
tho majority ticket in order to put weak 
candidates upon it. I do not think, how- 
ever, Ihnt this was often done. I have 
only found two newspapers making the 
iiha'rge, and in neither case was there 
any specification of detail. The members 
of'tho minority party who voted 
the 


majority ticket seem to have done, it be- 
cause no objection was offered and they 
iiad been solicited to do so by the aspira- 
ants for nomination. 


Professor Anderson is said to

about five hundred newspapers following 
the first trial of the law, and after per- 
sonal interviews: with many of its most 
enthusiastic supporters when it was be- 
fore the legislature. - 


It is perfectly clear to tho unprejudic- 


ed mind that so fur as Minnesota is con 
corned, -the question of a safe and satis- 
factory primary election law 
has 
not

for winter. The fox has a coat light in 
wi-ight and in color for the summer nnd 
a heavy red coat in the winter. Only the 
winter coat is any good for garments for 
the ladio-. The wild rabbit has a gray 
,'oat in summer to cor.form to the stir- 
roundinfi ground and trees, and in winter 
a coat of white fur to conform to the 
appearance of snow.

The keeper 
had seen several of the ground hogs run- 
ning about early in October.

ing the killing of human beings in mis- 
take or alleged mistake for game every 
year. The number of men killed in tha 
game regions of the Adivondacks of New 
York is sufficiently large to call for some 
action on the par; of the low, and it is 
possible if Wisconsin does not demand 
leparation at the hands of the men slay- 
ers New York state may. It has always 
seemed inexcusable to many people that 
the laws will compel a hunter killing 
horses or cattle by mistake to pay for 
the same, and when one man kills an- 
other or severely injures him by alleged 
mistake will take no notice, It has besn 
more than once wondered if the people 
really believed all thtsa hunting trage- 
dies were the results of genuine mistakes 
anyhow. But granting it is in fact true 
that they are purely the results of mis- 
takes, is it any reason the families of the 
victims should not receiv; damages for 
the loss of their support. 


Probably taking the whole country 


through, while the average may not be 
as large as in this state and New York 
state, yet in other states the number 
killed may be even larger and it is very 
possible the annual killings of human be- 
ings may reach well on a thousand. This 
number taken in connection with the 
record of people killed through accidents 
on transportation lines, and the deadly

New devices add their horrors and the 
deadly electric live wire is not far be- 
hind in its contributions, while this lat- 
est modern addition to the earth's stock 
of execution surpasses all others in ef- 
fect and supremacy above all law. Oc- 
casionally killings through accidents of 
various kinds are examined into, even 
slaughters in the woods, but electrical 
slaughter bills go through uninquircd in- 
to, no questions asked and no law to 
compel strict compliance with rules that 
might reduce the fatality record. 


Anyhow the law might compel every 


person taking out a hunting license at 
the same time to take out life insurance 
policies for their Dearest relatives. 


Possibly the state might undertake to 


do a little extra business by issuing a 
policy in consideration of a fixed rate for 
license to hunt. Say a dollar for the li- 
ceuse and ten dollars for a thirty day 
policy 
good for say $1,000. Some of 


these clays when our game laws are re- 
vised in the interests of common sense, 
and every vestige of politics removed, 
with penal punishment for every game 
warden who in any wise takes part in 
polities beyond his own vote, perhaps 
things may be bettered. 


all question that vast tracts of the gov-

land today are 
inclosed 
by 


fences barring out the honest traveler, 
and the honest settler, that not only are 
lands fenced, but force bars the wa.y of 
the citizen to enjoy those precious' water 
rights absolutely necessary to sustain 
life in the west. These thieves, for none 
the less this is just what they are, now 
pretend their right are so valuable the 
government can only let .things remain 
as they are and leave them in possession, 
and as for this Col. Mosby, he talks too 
much. Let the honest men in congress 
protect this brave man. 


XO EVIDENCES OF GOOD FAITH. 
The late election did not develop any 


particular tidal wave, only that .the po- 
litical winds and the tides as they have 
generally run of late continue to run in 
favor ;of the Republican party. Indeed 
it may be observed that the ebb tide 
reputed to always run heavy in off years 
this time for the first in a generation 
failed to efface Republican majorities, or 
reduce the Republican majority in con- 
gress or the senate. Republican policies 
are still uppermost and if such are as 
triumphant in the east as in the west, 
it is because of the confidence of the peo- 
ple that the Republican party will carry 
out every one of its obligations, main- 
tain the high standard of national hon- 
or and legislate for the highest good of 
the people, and for _ no particular en- 
trenched interest.

tice will defend him. In Nebraska, in 
Colorado, in New Mexico, in California, 
immense tracts of the public lands have 
been used for long periods by the cat- 
tla men, without compensation to the 
government. At the risk of life, and 
often, of affairs ending in death, have 
these settlers of our western lands tak- 
en possession of their own, and today 
the impudent cattle barons in more than 
' one place, have seized upon the only 
available water springs and prevent leg- 
itimate settlers from enjoying their use. 


There are grave suspicions that the 


plaint of the cattlemen may win out. 
This plaint is their interests arc now in- 
vested interests, they have enjoyed so 
long their stolen goods, that it is wrong 
for the government to dispossess them. 
Of course upon the same plea the rob- 
oers of trust funds, the dp predators up- 
on o&er people's property who.have suc- 
ceeded in not being found out "for a long 
time, could retain possession 
of their 


stolen goods. 
Col. Mosby at the risk of 


life more than once has found out and 
has exposed these men who have wrong- 
ed 
those who were honestly desirous 


of entering homestead rights, and of liv- 
ing upon fheir property. It is beyond 


AX EXPERIMENT AT WASHIXGTOX. 


The experiment of the government 


scientists as to the effects of adulterated 
foods upon the human body has com- 
menced in Washington. It is rather sin- 
gular that twelve men could be found to 
subject themselves voluntarily to such a 
test, and thus knowingly eat food adul- 
terated, but it seems there was no trou- 
ble about this, and though the heroes in 
-the cause of science have not even the 
gratification of seeing their names in the 
papers, yet they are unselfishly immolat- 
ing themselves upon the altar of pure 
food. 


The government chemist in charge con- 


ducts the experiment with every precis- 
ion. The men are duly weighed, their 
blood temperature taken, and the men 
instructed to take this three times a day 
during the experiment which will last 
several weeks. Pure foods will be serv- 
ed the first half, and every possible rec- 
ord will be taken as the thing progress- 
es. Then the adulterated stuff will be 
handled and the men served with all 
these 
containing borax, 
formaldehyde 


and other well known adulterants. 
Dur- 


ing the impure half the experiment rec- 
ords will be taken just as carefully and 
the chemists be thus enabled to make 
uue comparisons. The strictest account 
will be taken of everything in any possi- 
ble connection with the case and this 
first official inquiry and examination will 
be made public at the proper time. The 
object is to lay before congress the re- 
sults of actual experiments conducted of- 
ficially and thus lay the firm basis for 
congressional legislation on the subject 
of adulterated foods. 


A MISTAKE. 


The thousands of advance copies of 


the president's message sent throughout 
•the country undoubtedly spread in quiet 
way the full tenor of the message ahead 
of delivery. Word for word in a Chicago 
paper of Saturday, Nov. 29th, appeared a 
financial review of important paragraphs 
nf the president's remarks upon corpora- 
tions and trusts. This was under the 
guise of what some New York man had 
telegraphed to some Chicago broker, but 
none the less was it a violation of the 
pledge every one receiving one of the 
advance copies was supposed to 
have 


given. But whether actual!;,' made pub- 
lic or not, the message was accessible to 
many people aqd lay exposed upon many 
a desk. That the stock market was not 
operated upon through these means, is 
to assume too much eredulousness. But 
no real harm was done this time for,the 
reason the message contained no gun- 
powder or dynamite. The right way is 
the only way and tha.t is for the presi- 
dent to retain his possession of the mes- 
sage -until-the reading is really commenc- 
ed in congress. This will effectually pro- 
vent anyone from in any wise publish- 
ing extracts, misleading meanings, and 


surreptiously working the 
stock and 


bond markets- 


That Indiana paper at Vincennes that 


published the president's message a day 
in advance, excuses itself very faultily. 
It knew better all right. Its excuse don't 
go •with the profession, nor should it 
with its press agency. But this is just 
another reason why the country should 
not be flooded with advance copies of 
the message several days before it is rend 
before congress. Every financial center 
in the country has meansi of learning 
the contents of the message and in Walt 
street, printed copies were .openly circu- 
lated.

I3f SOUTH AMEIUCA. 


That European powers nave been able 


to force Venezuela to settle or at least 
to - undertake 
certain things 
"that 


amounts to the same thing, is only due 
to the fact this, government utterly re- 
fused to in anywise interfere; Whether 
rightly or wrongly may be best judged 
by the average 
citizen. Through the, 


mazes of diplomacy anyhow, the Monroe 
doctrine of ours has not been in 
the 


least strained, though it is announced 
for the future the naval arament of one 
certain European power wilt be largely 
increased in the waters of the West In- 
dies, and thus commanding possessions 
of the United States. 


Tlie Monroe doctrine for this time is 


not strained. It is not in question. 
South American governments1 are in- 
formed if they go into debt to Europe, 
this country will not protect them from 
the visits of the bill collector and this 
colleetorship agency is at 
liberty 
to 


choose its own methods so long as no 
pretense is made of forcibly seizing any 
territory of these 
South 
American 


states in satisfaction of the debts. The 
average reader now understands the way 
Europe becomes creditor to South Amer- 
icai is through the various concessions 
granted by these governments to foreign 
era, through bonds sold, and though per- 
haps in some cases unauthorized acts of 
revolutionists. Perhaps again for money 
•borrowed. 


But if the same principles would some- 


times be followed by Europe as against 
this country, where European creditors 
have been made losers through failures 
of syndicates or through losses brought 
on by railway receiverships, there can 
be no complaint. There is apparently no 
reason some day. why some big European 
power should not bring in a bill against 
our government and insisting upon us 
making good losses incurred by 
their 


citizens through failures of corporations 
either direct or failure to pay dividends. 


Illinois at the November election ap- 


pears to have laid the framework for a 
revision of the United States constitu- 
tion. It seems to be framed upon this 
proposition since the people of the state 
voted yes or no as to favoring or not 
favoring the election of United States 
senators by a direct vote. There were 
only 76,765 votes cast against the direct 
vote and "451,319 for, and this carries 
with it the mandate for the legislature 
of that state to take the matter up at 
this session. That body can pursue two 
methods. It can either address its two 
senators regarding the matter and re- 
quest their efforts to bring about such a 
result, or it can proceed upon the lines 
of inviting other states to request con- 
gress to call a constitutional convention, 
whicu, if two-thirds of the states have 
united, 
congress is obliged 
to comply 


with their wishes. 


But with the calling: of a constitution- 


al convention composed of all the states, 
it would be idle to suppose the work of 
such an assembly would be confined to a 
few amendments. The inevitable result 
would be the forming of a practically 
new constitution. 


WHAT MAY BE COMtJTG. 


The first movement looking toward a 


constitutional convention of the states to 
revise the national constitution 
comes 


from Indiana. It is true the object stat- 
ed is to amend the laws that trusts be 
regulated, but should a convention of this 
character ever be assembled there will be 
a revision all along the line. A consti- 
tutional convention is provided for by 
the constitution itself. For instance, if 
congress should not heed any general de- 
mand from the people for certain consti- 
tutional amendments, the people in the 
different states can proceed on different 
lines- If the legislatures of two thirds 
of the states unite in a request to con- 
gress to call such a national convention, 
congress must perforce issue such a call, 
nnd it has no escape from its duty.' 


There is no question th'at unless con- 


gress does take efficient 
action 
upon 


some admitted important matters soon, 
such n movement will become general in 
its nature, and already a member of the 
Inrlinna legislature will, before the win- 
ter session is over, introduce such a res- 
lution with the probabilities of its' be- 
coming a law, and then being passed on 
from one state to another for affirmative 
or negative action. 


THAT ...VTI-PASS AMEJiDMEST. 
The official 
vote on the 
anti-pass 


amendment to the constitution discloses 
what has been suspected before, that the 
people themselves have never 
thought 


there was much of it, and with the least 
bit of a campaign might have been de- 
feated. 
Anyway it was -tho politicians 


working in the much abused cause of re- 
form and political purity that created 
the ruction-in the first place. 
People 


understand very well that the pass busi- 
ness is the very least of the influence 
corporations can exert to carry their pur- 
poses. 
Then again most people know 


beyond question that the members of 
our national onngress, 
representatives 


nnd senators and many 'others high in 
official life not only have free transporta- 
tions at all times of the year, but even' 
have entire trains placed at their dis- 
posal. To suppose that a governor or 
a state.assemblyman or state senator is 
any better or less disposed to resist the 


blandishment of corporations than are 
the the members of congress and high 
officials 13 fco suppose nonsense. Why do 
not the purists make a 'campaign at 
Washington in this matter. 


WJHEI.ESS TELEGRAPH -STATIONS. 


Military necessity will oblige -the gov- 


ernment to possess control of all wire- 
less telegraph stations along the coast. 
This policy would seem to be.that to. be 
adopted from the view taken by govern- 
ment officials and the members- of 
the 


bureau of equipment.' In this direction 
is shown to be very possible that at any 
.wireless station could be operated'power- 
ful transmitters that could readily ob- 
scure any government messages. So if 
the government was operating on its own 
wireless line, some station miles away 
could interfere and take off the govern- 
ment message. 
Or if government mes- 


sage's were being sent from any station, 
another station could practically nullify 
them. The qnly way is for the govern- 
ment'to absolutely control every wire- 
less telegraph station along the coast 
and within a certain distance.

The police and firemen coincide in the 
statement the building was a veritable 
fire trap and that no attention had been 
paid to the orders of the department, 
other than a cursory visit for purposes 
of nn estimate and nothing was done. 
Every city ii filled with just such traps, 
and the authorities 'are themselves to 
blame just as fully ns are the owners of 
the buildings, for not compelling ample 
fire escapes and ample stairway accom- 
modations.

If the Monroe doctrine is a good thing 


let us enforce it when the principles up- 
on wnich James Monroe first enunciated 
the doctrine, are imperilled. -This seems 
to bo the ease down in Venezuela where 
tne war ships of two European nations 
are threatening the ports of a govern- 
ment with whom we arc on 
friendly 


terms. This holding of territory as it 
seems the fleets intend to do, unless al- 
leged debts are paid not even proven to 
be those of Venezuela itself, will hardly 
answer. If the two foreign governments 
carry 
out the expressed purpose this 


seized territory will be practically re- 
tained and our vaunted Monroe doctrine 
repudiated by ourselves. 


One of the pretty little tax escapes so 


handy, is to be put in practice in Illi- 
nois under the interpretation' that the 
board of equalization can not assess a 
foreign corporation. Thus an Illinois

It opens a tax escape of ample proper-, 
tioi^s and may create a field of entirely 
new business to enterprising states who 
give away such exceedingly liberal char- 
ters to corporations-

rub both sides of the cloth well with a 
cake of magnesia and lay away for a 
day or two.

Kerosene will remove rust and fruit 


stains from almost every kind of goods 
without injuring the fabric. Wash the 
soiled spot in kerosene as you would in 
water. 
This must be done before the 


fabric has been put into soap and water 
or it will do no good. 


In cooking articles that are to be im- 


mersed in boiling fat a light wire basket 
with a long handle should be used. Place 
the potato chips, nshballs or doughnuts 
in the basket and immerse in the fat 
until properly browned.

ter if the meat ant) vinegar are put into 
the saucepan first with a little butter 
and allowed to cook slowly for nearly 
half an hour before adding the water. 


The delicious flavors which all travel- 


ers in France discover in the coffee of 
that country is got, it is said, by the ad- 
dition of a little butter and sugar during 
the roasting process. To every 
three 


pounds of roasting berries a tablespoon- 
ful each of butter and powdered sugar 
is added. These in melting spread over 
the beans in a. thin coating, which, holds 


the aroma and contributes a caramel fla- 
vor that is delicious and distinctive. 


Cranberry Pie.—Line a pie plate, with 


pastry and bake. When done, fill with 
the hot sauce. Make a meringue of the 
whites of two eggs and two heaping ta- 
blespoonfuls of powdered sugar. Spread 
over the top' of the pie and place in a 
cool oven, leaving the door partly open, 
and cook about ten minutes, until the 
meringue is a delicate brown. 


Nut Loaf Cake.—Use two eggs, one 


cupful of sugar and a very scant half- 
cupful of butter. Mix until very light. 
Add two-thirds of cupful of sour milk, 
in which has been dissolved one-quarter 
teaspoonful of soda- Stir a long time, 
adding a pinch of salt and a teaspoonful 
of flavoring. Then add half a pound of 
English walnuts chopped fine. Nuts can 
be bought already hulled, which saves 
time. 


Cream Sauce—After yon melt two ta- 


blespoonfuls. of sweet batter in a frying 
pan, stir in two small tablcspoonfuls of 
flour, then take it off the fire, and add 
two cups of cold milk. Season with salt 
and pepper. After it is all stirred smooth 
put back on fire and stir until it sim- 
mers. When it is ready for the table, add 
a teaspoonful of chopped parsley and 
pour the hot sauce on the chicken, lamb 
or delicate meats you are serving.

Racine Man Invents Flue for Engine 


Which Will Bring Him 


Thousands. 


Joseph Gage, of this 
city, a boiler 


maker by trade, is the investor of a 
special kind of flue to be put in the boil- 
ers of locomotives. Mr. Gage 
at 
tho 


present time is employed at the Case 
boiler works and is willing to have his 
invention tested by any railroad com- 
pany in the United States. A patent 
has been secured and letters are coming 
in abundance to tile home of Mr. Gage 
on Wisconsin street from railroad com- 
pajiics for the purchase of the. same. The 
invention'will save twenty-thousand dol- 
lars yearly to any railroad company as 
for years men have puzzled their brains 
trying to find some process which would 
lengthen the life of flues and stop the 
leakage which the ones now in use are 
subjected to. 


Cold or heat will not affect these flues 


and as the old ones will last for four 
months Mr. Gage claims that the cme 
invented by him will last for one year 
and no leakage can be detected. He has 
been offered $20,000 by the Erie Penn- 
sylvania railroad for the patent, which 
•was refused and a number of eastern 
firms have made good offers for the 
same. 


In a few weeks Mr. Gage will leave for 


Mansfield, Ohio, his home, where he will 
allow any locomotive company to use 
one set of the flues for a teat as he is 
confident they w.'U prove satisfactory. 
Patents will he taken out in foreign 
countries and a capitalist at Mansfield 
is behind the movement which, is it will 
do as is claimed, will be a great saving 
to the railroad companies.

SCRANTON, Pa., Dee. 6.—Tlie Rev. J. 


J. Curran of Wilkesbirre, who was on 
the _stand yesterday when the 
coal 


strike commission adjourned resumed the 
witness stand when the commission be- 
gan its session at 10 o'clock .today. 


Commissioner Parker was absent from 


the hearing today, having gone to Wash- 
ington on private business. Father Cur- 
ran waa taken in hand by Harry Rey- 
nolds, one of the lawyers for tlie inde- 
pendent operators, who-cross examined 
him at some length regarding conditions 
in the vicinity of Wilkesbarre. After ex- 
amining Father Curran on the violence 
in the region and comparative wages, 
Mr.. Reynolds proceeded 
to ask the 


clergyman regardng the comparative in- 
telligence of the children of the miners. 
1'ather Curran said they compared* fav- 
orably with other children. Referring to 
the men Father Curran said most of the 
people of the coal regions believed the 
miners should have better wages. 


"If a so-called 'scab' takes the place of 


a man who is trying, to get his rights, 
that so-called 'scab' ia doing wrong and 
an injustice to the people in his commun- 
ity," said Father Curran. 
He admitted 


that most of the violence committed re- 
sulted from attempts of mine owners to 
resume work. 


John O'Brien, an attorney for non- 


union men cross examined Father Cur- 
ran. He read Gov. Stone's proclamation 
describing the violence and reign of ter- 
ror that existed in the region during the 
strike and the clergyman said that some 
of the things stated in the proclamation 
did not exist. Tnis concluded his exam- 
ination. 
' 


Commissioner Watkins here asked the 


attorneys for the miners and the Phila- 
delphia and Beading company if any ef- 
fort was made by the-companies a"nd the 
miners to get into more harmonious re- 
lations as a result of the 1900 strike. 
The attorneys said they would give the 
information later. 


PAYING FATHER'S BILL. 


A twelve year old breaker boy employ- 


ed in the Markle mines at Jeddo, was 
the next called to the stand. The boy 
said he had one year's schooling and that 
ji.5 father was killed in the mines. He 
•worked six weeks before the strike and 
has been working since the suspension 
ended. He produced due bills showing 
that he earned four cents an hour. He 
received 
no money, however, 
because 


there was an old debt against his father. 
He was working to pay this off and also 
the rent on his mother's house. His 
mother, he said, had to keep boarders, 
nine persons living in a four room house. 


James Gallagher, who was employed in 


the Markle mines, .said he had received 
money once in 17 year and nine months. 
Ho explained this by saying that he 
never got enough money for himself, that 
the company store got it all.

WHEN RELATIVES MUST PAY 


BOARD. 


Chicago Record Herald: Just how 


long relatives may visit each other with- 
out being'liable for a board bill has long 
been a subject of serious discussion- Of 
course the commonly recognized obliga- 
tions of blood relationship have invested 
the subject with much delicacy and have 
tended to prevent the testing of the 
matter in the courts. 


M^ny have doubtless felt that board- 


ing a second or third cousin by marriage 
for six or eight weeks was 
subjecting 


the obligations of "blood relationship" 
to a great strain, but they refrained from 
asking the court to set a time limit on 
cousinly visitations. 


It remained for a Milwaukee couple 


to cast all sentimental delicacy aside and 
boldly ask the court to decide as to the 
equity of their claim for a five weeks' 
board bill against their second cousin 
and his wife who had been making them 
a "visit." As usual, the learned justice 
of the peace was'equal to the emergency. 
It appears that the relatives arrived at 
the Milwaukee home early in June and 
"visited" there until the middle of July. 


Whether it was the depleted condition 


of the strawberry -jam and othor pre- 
serves that were being husbanded for 
the winter, or the increase in the ice and 
milk hills or a subsequent estrangement 
between the relatives that impelled the 
bringing of the suit is of no material con- 
sequence.

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EFORM MEASURES 


WILL BECOME LAW 


Republicans Deilre & Proper Primary 


Election "Law and Tax Steform. 


Foremost this winter will be -th« en- 


actment of a primary election law and a 
tax reform law and the very cfuestion is 
to secure that for the best interest of 
oll'^the people. 
There are 'differences, 


but this will be adjusted that the peo- 
ple will be best served as to methods and 
interests. 


As to primary election reform, says 


the Milwaukee correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, "The disposition seems 
to be on the part of Republicans, regard- 
less of factionalism, to go at the primary- 


Republicans should be permitted to vote 
for Republican candidates, and none but 
Democrats for Democratic 
candidates. 


The proof that this was not actually se- 
cured is overwhelming- The smallness of 
the Democratic vote in the state would 
of itself argue that 
some 
Democrats 


had voted the Republican ticket. Repub- 
lican newspapers in all parts 
of 
the 


state, except in Democratic counties, de- 
clare that many known Democrats were 
allowed to vote the Republican ticket'; 
challenges were almost unknown, 
and 


the judges appear to have invariably per- 
mitted the Voter to swear in his vote. 


"In some places where the parties were 


more, evenly divided it may be that the 
members of- -the minority party voted 
the majority ticket in order to put weak 


election proposition soberly and in ear- candidates upon it. I do not think, how- 
' 
l 
. 
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nest. Two years ago it was a bitter 
fight, neither side being willing to con- 
cede much of anything; but since that 
time Minnesota has tried the experiment 
Inf a primary election law on practically 
the lines of the famous Stevvens hill, 
'that was drawn according to the desires 
tof Governor La Foils tie and according 
to the theory presented in a public ad- 
dress at Ann Arbor, Mich., several years 
ago. 
Wisconsin people have been 
re- 


garding the results in Minnesota calm- 
Jy and dispassionately. They have dis- 
covered that the law has worked well to 
'the advantage of the voter in many re- 
spects, but that in other respects it is a 
failure. 
Men who were the 
principal 


champions of the law, and 
newspapers 


that demanded its passage have ohanged 
front almost completely, and. now admit 
ithat it is far from perfect, and that it 
•will never work satisfactorily as it is. 
FROM AN UNBIASED VIEWPOINT. 


At least one Minnesota man, free from 


political bias, has taken up the question 
Earnestly for the purpose of finding out 
just what the law has accomplished, and 
Jus deductions arc interesting. This man 
is Frank Maloy Anderson, one of the fa- 
culty of the University of 
Minnesota. 


'What he says is free from party or fact- 
ional prejudice—something that cannot 
be said of the arguments made pro and 
con in this state on the subject for sev- 
eral years. 
Favorable or adverse opin- 


ions of the press have been fragmentary 
and applied only to certain features of 
the law that were at the time under dis- 
cussion, and which partisan newspapers 
presented to prejudice the opposition's 
oase in almost every instance. One thing 
perms to have been clearly demonstrated 
by Professor Anderson's 
investigation, 


and that is that a primary election law 
on the plan of that now in force in his 
state will ultimately wipe nut entirely 
^rrty lines. With the seereey of the, cau- 
cus ballot securely guarded, 
there 
is 


Tiothing to prevent members of one party 
from participating in t-he nomination of 
candidates of another party, and in the 
electior of committees. However, Prnfes- 
eor Anderson ?nys that tho voters of Min- 
nesota ore practically of nne mind on 
the que^Tion of a secret ballot—they de- 
mand it. 
In Wiscnrisin leading Republi- 


cans i'.i?i^t t h a t there is no good reason 
why timid voters should be permitted to 
express their indepennT-:- •<* in secret. 


IX FAVOR OF THE PRINCIPLE. 
Professor Anderson ssrys: 
"The precise attitude of the state to- 


ward the primary election system, non- 
that it has been onc-e tried, cannot be 
stated in a word. 
Opinion regarding it 


5s certainly r:r.t unanimous- Many nf the 
ne'.vspnprrs have not yet expressed any 
opinion. 
Of those Hint have committed 


themselves, it is evident in many eases 
that the opinion wns hastily framed and 
wholly frnm loral conditions. Doubtless 
there will be mnny changes of opinion 
shortly. 
Practically all of the newspap- 


ers in the largo cities are heartily in fa- 
vor of the system in principle and main- 
tain that it is a thoroughly good one. 
and must not be east orT. The newspap- 
e?3 In the smaller cities take much the 
fame attitude, but are less enthusiastic 
The rural press furnishes n great variety 
of opinions. Some few denounce tho sys- 
tem roundly and call for its repeal: a 
much greater number are somewhat dif- 
ferent but rather inclined to. favor the 
system if it can be satisfactorily altered 
In some particulars: the larger number 
pronounce tho system excellent and de 
sire its continuance, though with some 
alterations.

We sre going to have a. late and mild 
-inter this year, according to the weath- 
r prophets who build their prognostica- 
ions on the habits of animals and birds, 
ays the New York Sun: 


"This winter, in my opinion, will be an 


open' one, and the really cold weather 
vill not arrive until much later than us- 
al," said Directsr John W. Smith of the 
Jcntral park menagerie today. "I will 
o-ive you the reason for making that pre- 


iction. During ihe years that I have 


been in the park I have been observing 
he habits of the squirrels and birds here 
md I find that-their instinct can be re- 
ied upon as being correct nine times out 
ften. Nature teaches 
them 
how 
to 


provide for their necessities and an un- 
•arying rule is to proportion the provis- 
ons to their wants, just as nature sup- 
>lies some animals with .a light coat of 
'ur for summer use and a heavier coat 
'or winter. The fox has a coat light in 
veight and in color for the summer and 
i heavy red coat in the winter. Only the 
vinter coat is any good for garments for 
he ladies. The wild rabbit has a gray 
•oat in summer to conform to the sur- 
•ounding ground and trees, and in winter 
i coat of white fur to conform to the 
ippearance of snow. 


"Now the squirrels must make provis- 


ion for winter. They must have a home 
for shelter and a stock of food to last 
mtil the snow leaves the ground. You 
would think that they would build their 
homes in-tho summer or occupy the same 
one year., after year, but they do not. 
['hey build at the last moment, shortly 
Before cold weather set in. A year ago 
;.hey started building their houses in the 
!ntier part of September. This year, 
:ioweve.r. they did not start to construct 
their homes until the latter part of Oc 
tobcr, and some of them have just com- 
iletfd their nests. I speak of the gray 
squirrels, whose habits are different from 
the small red squirrel. This delay was 
not due to laziness on the part of the 
little animals, but came through that 
reasoning which' is beyond the under- 
standing of man." 


Mr. Smith said that he had observed 


that the robins had flocked in the park 
preparatory to their migration south lat- 
er than usual, and that seemed to indi 
catc that the birds knew that winter was 
to be slow in coming this year. Another 
thing that tended to confirm his opinion 
of a late winter was the fact that the 
keeper of Van Cortlandt park had in 
formed him that the woodchucks there 
had not "holed up" for the winter in Sop 
tember. as they usually do. The keeper 
had seen several of the ground hogs run 
ning about early in October.

board of agriculture has issued n sum- 
mary of his report of farm products in 
Wisconsin for 1002. 
Tile report shows 


that nn the whole f.h* farmers of the 
state hn.-l a prosperous sea.inn, but some 
of the crops did not come up to expretn- 
tinns. 
Corn, especially is one of those 


disappointing crops, averaging only thir- 
ty bushels to the acre and much of that 
of poor quality. Mr. True estimates that 
only thirty per cent, of the corn raised 
can be 
classified 
a* 
"merchantable." 


Fifty-four per cent, of th.'. crop, he says, 
was out and shocked early in September, 
and 40 per cent, ot" this remains in the 
fields, neither jrrain nor fodder being in 
condition for storing. A large part of 
this, he thinks, will be fed

In 
planning the deal Mr. Morgan has reach- 
ed out for every hard coal company in 
t.hn country worth owning, tnd nine coal 
oarryiniir rosda. The capital to be rep- 
renented will bt very nearly £400,000,090 
and the workings of the concern will be 
on a mammoth ?cnle. The deil will make 
Mr. Morgan the real coal king of the 
United St,«.tca. 


The first step in the deal will be the 


purchase of all the independent compan- 
ies in the country. Mr. Morgan is ready 
to pay down $145,000,000 for these col 
lieries in order to remove them from the 
field of operations. 


HEADY TO ACT- 


It is expected that the details of the 


deal will soon be told, togather with the 
announcement that 
the independents 


have accepted Morgan's .price for their 
property. 


Mr. Morgan has already chosen his 


lieutenants. President Cjeorge F. Baer 
of the Reading railroad, also head of the 
New Jersey Central, whose refusal to 
aece-pt the presidency of the Leliigh Val- 
ley put Mr. Thomas there, has promised 


Portland, Maine. He was a college grad- 
uate, graduating from Bowdoin. college 
in Jujy, I860. After a short term oi ser- 
vice in the navy and e. term as paymas- 
ter during the war. he entered upon the 
practice of law and in 18«7 was elected 
to the legislature as «, Republican mem- 
ber of the assembly. In 1577 he took his 
sent in congress, the house being Demo- 
cratic, and served continuously until he 
finally declined to again become a. candi- 
date in 1S90. In the Fifty-flrat congress 
assembling1 in 1888, Harrison'being presi- 
dent, Mr.^Reed was elected speaker, but 
not without a contest in which William 
McKiuley and Cannon were participants.

He 
had made up his mind when speaker, 
that when members were actually pres- 
ent on the floor but declined to admit 
tiieir presence by voting or answering to 
the roll call, thus often making out no 
quorum, that such was a wrongful prac- 
tice, and: that in fact all such should be 
counted for quorum purposes. This he 
did amid a storm that threatened ill for
